Appendicitis On Increase 

Disease More Prevalent But Fewer 
Death* Occur as Result of Ex¬ 
tended Medical Knowledge 

Victoria.— More people than ever be¬ 
fore were dying of appendicitis every 
jear, both in America and Europe, at* 
though mortality among patients was 
ti" per cent, a quarter of a century ago 
while today the percentage of deaths 
was very small. Dr. Edgar Allln. Ed¬ 
monton, told the Canadian medical 
convention. Medical science had 
been making great progress be said., 
since the first appendix was removed 
JO years ago. In a three-year period 
In a Montreal hospital he instances 
there had been only 10 deaths in 192V. 
The disease itself had spread so 
enormously within recent years that 
It kept pace with science so that its 
greater incidence made up for the 
lessened operative mortality. 

Early diagnosis and early treat¬ 
ment were the means for successfully 
dealing with this. Dr. Allln declared. 
'I he younger the patient the more dan¬ 
gerous was the affliction. Removal of 
* he appendix within 48 hours of the 
onset of the trouble was the course to 
adopt if possible.

England's King Never Dies 

Heir Apparent Receives Title Immedi¬ 
ately Sovereign Passes Away 

The King of England "never dies." 
All that is admitted is a "d#*mlso of 
the Crown." The moment the Sov- 
erign passes away, Ids titles, dignity 
and power are automatically trans¬ 
ferred to the heir apparent, who from 
that moment reigns in Ids stead. So, 
loo, just as the King never dies, ho 
l.s always of full age directly he as¬ 
cends the throne, whether ho has 
reached Ids twenty-first birthday or 
not. in practice, however, a regent 
is appointed for administrative pur¬ 
poses during Ids childhood. A species 
of sanctuary attaches to all royal resi¬ 
dences, and no kind of judicial process 
can bo lawfully executed in one, ex- 
cept against a criminal or crown 
debtor. A loyal residence is also 
exempt from rates and taxes so long 
as the Sovereign occupies It. Thus, 
Marlborough House is rated, but Buck¬ 
ingham Palace and Windsor Castle are 
not. On a "demise of the Crown” 
members of parliament, Judges and 
naval and military officers are requir¬ 
ed to take a fresh Oath of Allegiance; 
and cabinet ministers surrender their 
portfolios.
